particular community did not belong 
specifically within the territory of 
either of the two pastoral charges in 
that tection. The Biloxi circuit, George 
PT. Vickers, president-in-charge, did 


inot reach as far west as the western ii 


|side of the Bay of St. Louis, and the 
| Gainesville circuit, James O. Woodward, 
pastor, did not reach that far south. 

The actual orgenization of a Method- 
ist Congregation was effected by E. D. 
Pitts, a local Methodist preacher and 
a teacher who had established schools 
at Napoleon, on Pearl River above 
, Pearlington, and in the town of Shields- 
boro. The new church was attached 
to the Geinesville charge. 

The name of Gainesville Mission in 
_the Paulding district reminds us of a 
‘village. of some size that once served 
„as the center of a` Methodist circuit. 
, Gainesville was on Pearl River, about 
twenty-five miles from Bay St. Louis. 
| Before the Civil Wer it was of im- 
portance as a trading place for a 
‘considerable section of the adjacent 
territory. From the early days of 
Methodism in Mississippi there had 
been Methodist churches along Pearl 
River, but they had been stronger on 
the west side of the river in the vicin- 
»ity of John Ford’s. Just how early 
Methodist churches were established on 
the east side of the river nobody seems 
to knów. The first circuit east of Pearl 
River and south of the Whitesand cir- 
cuit was formed at the Annual Confer- 
ence hgld at Vicksburg in 1836. It 
was called Pearlington from a small 
community, also on Pearl River, about 
,eight miles .south of Gainesville. 
| By 1843 the work had extended along 

the Mississippi Gulf Coast and the 
name of the charge was changed to 
Biloxi, from the chief coast city. 
! In 1858 the Gainesville charge con- 
.sisted of four churches: Gainesville, 
'Pearlington, Bay St. Louis and Jordan 
| River. Henry D. Berry was pastor 
| that year, which was marked by gracious 
revivals, in which fifty were added to 
the church. From that time until 
the outbreak of the Civil’ War the 
, Gainesville charge had a fairly large 
membership, but they were in the main 
poor people, so thet in 1864 it was 
served es a mission and appeared under 
that name. The name of Gainesville 
appears for the last time in the list 
of appointments in 1870, after which 
the name of the charge was changed 
to Pearlington, the name by which it 
had been called thirty years before. 

In the year 1874, Bay St. Louis was 
one of the four main preaching places 
rin early coast Methodism, the other 
, three places being Biloxi, Handsboro 
and Pass Christian. In 1880, services 
were held in a small building at the 
corner of Main and Second Street 
on property given for the purpose by 
es late John V. Toulme. Rev. J. W. 
McClarrin was the pastor. 

Annual Conference records of 1881 
state that Rev. M. C. Callaway, pastor, 
told of the Handsboro Circuit: the 
churches were at Handsboro, with 400 
white population and 50 methodists, 
and a good house of worship; Bay St. 
Louis with 2,000 population, a good 
church building, and 16 members, well 
attended at times; Scott, near Pass 
Christian, with a small population of 
14 members. He had received four 
members and baptized nine children 
during the year. 

In 1886, Bay St. Louis raised $36.20 
during the week of prayer and self- 
denial. J. W. McLaurin, Agent of 
‘American Bible Society, presented the 
Bible cause on Sunday and raised $52 
to organize a county society for the 
distribution of the Bible in that section. 

An interesting item listed in the 
history of the church is that the Rev. 
V. V. Boone, the pestor at Bay $t 
Louis, married Miss Lillian Mey Hall 
of Bay St. Louis on October 30, 1889, 
the ceremony being performed by Dr. 
T. S. West, Presiding Elder.
